Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: discussed limiting the particles to cerium and/or lanthanum 
orthophosphates, deleting nitric acid from the alternative groupings in dependent claims and defining the average 
particle size to at most 200 nm. The examiner's position is that said changes would raise several new issues since the 
orthophosphate is a new limitation not before presented, the deletion of nitric acid does not limit the genus in the 
independent claims, and it is unclear applicants provide basis for a particle size of at most 200 nm. Furthermore, the 
examiner noted the issues regarding antecedent basis of lanthanum needed to be addressed and limiting to cerium 
would require consideration of the obviousness of cerium in view of lanthanum, which are adjacent members of the 
lanthanides and expected to have similar properties. . 
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
